Job study project gets underway 


The project begun in August to study and evaluate each job at 
HSS is well on its way toward completion. The project is a 
joint venture involving department heads and supervisors, all 
employees whose jobs are being studied, the Personnel Depart- 
ment, Administration and Industrial Relations Counselor 
Service Inc, a consulting firm. 


One of the primary objectives of the job study is to place a 
value on each job by determining how jobs relate to one an- 
other. To accomplish this it was necessary for department heads 
and supervisors to sit down with each employee and write out 
in detail, on a job description form, duties and tasks actually 
performed. These job descriptions were then sent to Industrial 
Relations Counselor Service for rewriting into consistent lan- 
guage and ultimate evaluation. The evaluation process involves 
a point-factor system by which the relationship of one job to 
another is determined. As the jobs are studied each of nine 
factors is rated from a scale of points—the highest number of 
points being assigned to the factors which have the greatest 
meaning or importance to the job and to the goals and objec- 
tives of the hospital. 


The nine factors considered for each job are; education, experi- 
ence, mental demands, supervisory responsibility, contacts 
with patients, contacts with others, physical demands, working 
conditions and job hazards.

To illustrate how the point factor system works, the job haz- 
ards for X-ray technicians because of radiation danger are far 
greater than for secretaries. Therefore, the X-ray technician 
would receive more points for hazards than the secretay. Simi- 
larly, an orderly job would receive more points for patient con- 
tacts than would the job of a payroll clerk. As each job is 
scored, it is placed in an appropriate salary scale according to 
the total number of points. The salary scales assures proper 
compensation in accordance with the value of the job to the 
hospital. 

Another effect of the job study project will be to provide de- 
partment heads and supervisors with a useful tool to assist 
them in evaluating the performance of individual employees. 
Using the job description as a guideline, the supervisor will be 
able to determne to quantity and quality of the employees per- 
formance on each assigned duty. This will be useful to the 
supervisor in rewarding employees whose performance is satis- 
factory and in helping to improve employees whose perform- 
ance does not fully meet the requirements of the job. 


The project is expected to be completed in December, after 
which each employee will have the opportunity to review and 
discuss his own job description with his supervisor.
